downloading data from and uploading data to the database sender. 
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2. (original) Tlie system as claimed in claim L wherein tlie application sener ftather 
comprises a data searching module for users to search the accounts payable data and 
accotmling entries data, 

3. (original) The system as claimed in claim 1, wlierein the application server 
electrically connects witli a procurement management system for accessing procurement 
data stored in tlie procwement management system and updating the accouiits payable 
data in the database server accordingly, 

4. (original) The system as claimed in claim 1, wherein the application server 
electrically connects with an iaveniorv- management system for accessing cargo receipt 
data stored in the inventors- management system. 

5. (original) The sv-Siem as claimed in claim 1, wherein the application server 
electrically connects with a bank note management system ibr accessing payment data 
stored in the bank note management system. 

6. (currently amended) A method for managing aceotmts at least one. acc^^^ payable, 
tlie method comprising the steps of: 

(a) obtaining cargo receipt data of a procurement; 

(b) calculating ^ at least an on§ account payable for the procurement according to 
procurement data stored in a database server; 

(c) determining whether tiie procurement has an advance payment; 

(d) deducting a sum of the advance paymeirt from the atJ«asUHie account payable 

if the procurement has an advance payment; 

(e) determining whether the procurement has a purchase discount; 

(f) deducting a sum of the purchase discount from the at least one account payable 
if the procurement has a purchase discoimt; 

(g) determiiung whether a purchase return related to the procurement has occurred; 

(h) deducting a sum of a refund of the purchase return from the at leaat one account

(m) receiving a payment message aboui the procurement; ajid 

(n) balancing the at least one account payable of the procurement, and generating 
reievmvt accounting entries.

a database server for storing accounts ptn^able data; 
mems for retrieving casgo receipt data of a procurement; 

means for calculating at least m one account payable for the procurement

means for determining whether a related advmce pavment has been made and 
deducting a sum of said advance payment from the at ...least ...on.e account payable if 
applicable; 
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means for detenranmg whether a reiated purchase discount exists and deducting a 
sum of said purchase discount from the .aLJ.&ast..one account payable i f apphcable; 

means for detemuning whether a related purcliase return has ©e^tifs occurred and 
deductitig a sum ol^ said purchase return from the at...ieast...one account payable if 
appUcable: and 

means for updating ihe atleast on^ account payable of the procurement.
